Sir  : I have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the  following  prelim- 
inary report  of  the  operations  of  this  Bureau  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1892. 

The  total  collections  from  all  sources  of  internal  revenue  for  the  fiscal 
year  just  ended  were  $153,857,543.45,  which  sum  has  been  duly  ac- 
counted for  and  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  For 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1891,  the  total  collections  were  $146,035,- 
415.97. 

A comparison  of  the  receipts  for  these  two  fiscal  years  shows  an  in- 
crease of  $7,822, 127.48  in  favor  of  the  fiscal  year  just  ended.  This  result 
is  most  gratifying,  especially  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  fact 
that  there  was  a decrease  in  the  receipts  from  the  tax  on  snuff,  tobacco, 
and  the  special  taxes  relating  to  tobacco  of  $1,795,777.90,  as  compared 
with  the  receipts  from  the  same  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
.30,  1891. 

This  decrease  was  occasioned  by  the  reduction  in  the  tax  on  tobacco 
and  snuff,  and  the  repeal  of  the  special  taxes  relating  to  tobacco,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  October  1,  1890. 

The  cost  of  collection  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  will  aggregate 
about  $4,284,000,  exclusive  of  the  amount  expended  for  j)rinting  inter- 
nal revenue  stamps,  which  is  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing.  The  exjiense  of  collection  for  the 
previous  fiscal  year  was  $4,205,655.49,  a comparison  showing  an  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  collection  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  of  about 
$78,300. 

At  this  date  it  is  impossible  to  state  the  exact  amount  of  the  cost  of 
collection,  as  some  of  the  accounts  belonging  to  the  past  fiscal  year 
have  not  yet  been  received,  and  the  amount  of  such  accounts  has  been 
estimated  from  the  accounts  of  previous  mouths,  but  when  all  are  re- 
ceived and  adjusted  I do  not  think  the  total  will  vary  much  from  the 
amount  herein  stated.  The  percentage  of  the  cost  of  collection  is  about 
2.78.  The  percentage  of  cost  of  collection  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1891,  was  2.88. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  examinations  of  the  offices  of  the  collectors 
of  internal  revenue  have  been  made  as  frequently  as  was  possible  with 
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t le  limited  number  of  revenue  agents  available  for  that  work,  and  the 
r sports  of  these  examinations  indicate  a generally  satisfactory  condition 
0 1 the  service  throughout  the  country. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  appended  statements, 
v hich  show  comparatively  the  receipts  from  the  various  sources  of 
i;  iterual  revenue  for  the  past  two  fiscal  years,  the  total  receipts  in  each 
ollectiou  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1892,  and  the  total 
c )llections  by  States  for  the  same  period.
